Sr. Louis, May 15.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] At 10 p.m. the river is 
still rising at the rate of an inch an 
hour. An Associated Press reporter 
took a trip down the river for about 
today. The situation, 
viewed from the steamer's pilot house, 
Was one of great devastation. Thou- 
sands of acres on which wheat was 
growing a week ago are now vast lakes 
upon whose surface are floating pieces 
of furniture, dwellings and bodies of 
animals. From bluff to bluff this is the 
unbroken monotony that greets the eye. 
Ten miles is the average width of the 
river as far down as the steamer pro- 
ceeded. Hundreds of homes have been 
abandoned, and the number of cattle 
destroyed is expected to reach into the 
thousands. 

At Montesano and Rock Bridge rafts 
were seen transporting households to 
the bluffs. Bends Islands on the Illi- 
nois side are three feet under water. 
The St. Louis, Iron Mountain and 
Southern Railroad track is undermined 
in many places, and no trains have run 
for thirty-six hours. 

On the Merrimac River the back 
water has undermined the foundations 
of over 100 houses. It is stated that 
two St. Louis peddlers were drowned 
early this morning. 

posite Jefferson barracks, on the 
Illinois side of the river, a number of 
houses were undermined by the flood 
and wrecked, It is believed that all 


the occupants escaped. 


On 3 y Island, thirty-six miles 
north of St. Louis, fourteen women and 
children were rescued from watery 
graves this morning by a volunteer 
corps of St. Louis citizens. 
rescuers been two hours later they 
would have found only dead bodies, as 
the water was rapidly encroaching on 
the small section of land on which the 
party stood, shivering and half naked, 
and he they had been for hours after 
2 riven from their homes by the 


Reporters stationed on Merchants’ 
bridge in North St. Louis have seen sev- 
eral dead bodies floating in the water; 
most of them had evidently comeia long 
distance. On the Illinois side the situa- 
tion has not materially changed since 
last night. The flood was higher and 
did a corresponding amount of addi- 
tional damage, butso far as known no 
lives have been lost. About 200 more 
houses have been wrecked on account 
of weakened foundations, but the furni- 
ture and all movable matter was taken 
from them several days ago.

AT KANSAS CITY. 


The Missouri and the Kaw Rivers Going 
Down Rapidly. 


_ Kansas Crry, May 15.—[By the Asso- 


ciated Press.] The Missouri and Kaw 


Rivers are subsiding and the residents 
of the submerged suburbs will rest in 
safety. Last night great anxiety was 
felt, as the rivers were rising an 
inch an hour and their fears in some 


cases were realized, for the Kaw swept 


without restraint over ground it had 
never seen before. In Argentine and 
Armourdale it reached the first stories 
of some houses and flooded the 
lower floors of nearly all except 
those on the bluffs some distance from 
the river. All night people were mov- 
ing from their houses and moving vans 
were ata premium, as were places of 
storage. Today, however, the situation 
has changed, as the Kaw has receded 
2 feet 8 inches, and houses in the more 
elevated streets are high and dry. 
Those in the bottoms are still partially 
submerged. The towns on the Kaw 
above report a fall of 8 to 5 feet dur- 
ing the past forty-eight hours. This 
low stage of water will probably be 
reached here tomorrow night. In the 
meantime all anxiety of the people is 
allayed and many who were driven 
from their homes moved back today. 
The packing-houses which shut down 
yesterday noon will resume as usual to- 
morrow, as will several other establish- 
ments affected by the flood. The water 
also receded from the Belt line and 


Santa Fe roads und trafic. is 


resumed. 

A large force of men is engaged in 
Armourdale at the warehouses of the 
Consolidated Tank Line Company, keep- 
ing some thousands of barrels of oil, 
when afloat, from going down the river. 
Harlem is the only other place besides 
Armourdale and Argentine affected by 
high water, and the damage there is 
insignificant. The total loss at Argen- 


tine and Armourdale is roughly esti-, 


mated at $100,000. 

The weather today was delightful and 
crowds watched the floods from every 
available eminence. A ten-year-old 
son of John Feely was standing on the 
bank ot the Kaw when it caved in and 
he was drowned. This is the only 
fatality.

Two Trains Collide Near 
Cleves, 0. 


Dead and Dying Thiekly Strewn Be- 
neath the Wreck. 


Half a Dozen Fearfully-mangled 
Bodies Taken from the Ruins, 


Eight or Ten More Victims Supposed to be 
Still in the Debris—Severai of 
the’ Wounded Cannot 
Recover. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Creves (O.,) May 15.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| In the midstof a terrific 
storm of wind and rain two Big Four 
trains crashed into each other at Cleves 
this morning with awful effect, the full 
horrors of which are not known. 
Freight No. 44 northbound, was or- 
dered to stop at North Bend to allow 
No. 80, the cannon-ball special, to pass. 
The summer schedule went into effect 
today, and under the old schedule the 
trains passed some miles further on. 
Instead of stopping at North Bend, the 
engineer pulled ahead and approached 
Cleves, running at the rate of went; 
miles an hour. 

As the train appeared Charles Smith. 
a telegraph operator, rushed to the sig- 
nal wires and put up the danger signal. 
Either it was not seen or the engineer 
could not control his engine, for the 
train sped on. Atthe same moment 
the express came into sight, and the 
iron monsters crashed into each other 
with a roar- that sounded above the 
storm. Both engines were battered 
into a shapeless mass and rolled off the 
track. The cars behind were smashed 
into kindling, and the track for 100 
feet was torn up. 

Telegraph poles were broken and it 
was two or three hours before notice of 
the wreck was sent out, anda special 
train was sent to the scene from Cin- 
cinnati. The people from the village 
and surrounding couutry gathered and 
did all they could to rescuethe wounded, 
many of whom were taken away, and 
the number cannot be definitely stated 
tonight. It is claimed that some of the 
wounded are in a dying condition. Not 
a person on either train escaped un- 
injured. With the arrival of the spe- 
cial train the work of Setting out the 
dead began. 6 

Up to 6 o'clock five bodies had been 
recovered, four shockingly mangled 
and crushed out of human shape. 
Under the’ freight engine were found, 
broken, crushed and scalded, William 
Hidds, anengineer, and Fireman Hiram 
Bruce, both of Indianapolis. 

Phillip Gibbon and David Harwood 
were found under a splintered freight 
car, nearly every bone in their bodies 
being broken and their faces horribly 
disfigured. 

The fifth dead body was that of Berry 
Edwards, engineer of the passenger 
train. 

Fireman Henry Tyrell jumped before 
the crash, but was caught under a mass 
of wreckage and so badly crushed that 
he cannot survive the night. John 
Schroeder, conductor of the passenger 
train, wasinjured in like manner and 
can live but a few hours. George W. 
Hudler, a commercial traveler from 
Mainsburg, was crushed between two 
seats, being bent almost double. He 
cannot survive. 

Bony'““ Keef, a freight brakeman, 
who had just reached the top of the car 
when the collision occurred, was thrown 
over a telegraph wire forty feet into a 
stream of water, which saved his life. 
He thinks there are at least three 
tramps under the wrecked freight train. 
Several passengers on the express are 
positive that severalof their number 
also were killed. It is certain they are 
missing, but possibly they are among 
the wounded scattered around town. 

Holton Terrall of Delta, O., was badly 
scalded and cannot survive. Conductor 
David H. Sherwood of Indianapolis, of 
the freight, was killed. Mrs. Moreland 
of North Bend was slightly injured.

He left his young wife an hour before 
the accident and all his grief and talk 
wasabout her. In the agonies of death. 
till his tongue was stilled, he spoke 
only of her. Again and again he 
begged some one to pray and an old 
colored minister responded to his 
pleading and knelt at his bedside. 
There wasa scene of solemnity that

The wrecking party, aided by citi- 
zens, are working.with might and main 
to extricate the bodies of those persons 
who were inthe smoking car and are 
supposed to be under the débris.

—Julius Webber, 
chief clerk of the county: coroner’s 
court, has just returned from the wreck 
at Cleves and says he thinks there are 
from five to ten more dead in the ruins, 
but the exact number cannot be told to- 
night. Owing to the prostration of tel- 
egraph wires by accident, and the tele- 
phone wires by storm, the details of the 
wreck areslow incoming in and no 
complete list of wounded can be given. 
The property loss is very severe, and 
will reach $100,000. Both engines 
are complete wrecks, and the coaches 
of the express train are ruined.

How the Week Will Be Occupied in Senate 
and House. 

Wasuineton, May 15.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The coming week in the 
House will be devoted almost exclusively 
to appropriation bills. The Sundry 
Civil Bill is now under consideration 
and either the Postoffice or the Fortifi- 
cation Appropriation Bill will follow it, 
as it is not thought probable that Hatch 
will successfully antagonize considera- 
tion with the Anti-option Bill.

Readjustment of America’s Finan- 
cial Relations. 

A financial writer in a London paper 
says: For nearly two years European 
holders have been selling American se- 
curities persistently, and it is now be- 
lieved that all the stock held upon 
loaned money or by embarassed firms 
will soon be disposed of. The best in- 
formed believe that the stock carried 
over in the market is really for Ameri- 
can account, and not for European.“ 

This explains the large outflow of gold 
from America, notwithstanding the 
considerable trade balances in our favor. 
An effort was made to show that this 
outflow of gold was due to lack of con- 
fidence-in American securities, eng en- 
dered by the silver agitation. Eastern 
journals urged that the financial sharps 
of Ehgland were  distrosttal that the 
money standard of our Nation might be 
lowered by the full remonetization of 
silver, and hence they were standing 
from under’’ as expeditiously as pos- 
sible. 3 
This was not the case. It is probable 
that the confidence in American securi- 
ties is greater today than ever before. 
But the fact is that English monetary 
institutions and English capitalists have 
been closely pressed, and have been 
obliged to realize on their securities. 
They could get nothing from their reck- 
less investments in South America, and 
so they were obliged to sell what they 
‘totld, which, of course, meant 
their most solid securities. They 
found the best market for these 
properties in the United States, 
where there has been confidence, 
backed by coin. Thus America has 
gone into the market and bought up 
her own indebtedness to England at a 
great rate. 3 

Instead of being a sign of weakness, 
as some of the muttonheads among the 


gold shouters of the East would have it 


appear, this movement has been a re- 
markable exhibition of American 
strength. If the same process could be 
contined fora few years the United 
States would pass the border line and 
become a nation of lénders instead of a 
nation of borrowers. 

The fact that millions upon millions 
of Fnglish capital has come to this 
country within the past five years for in- 
vestment in farms, cattle-ranges, mill- 
ing, brewing, meat-packing and other 


| manufacturing enterprises, shows, not 


only that confidence in the country is 
on the increase, but that the demand 
for English capital on loans is decreas- 
ing. Whenever it becomes difficult to 
loan money, investment becomes the 
natural recourse of capitalists. 

It is better for the country that En- 
glish capital should be invested here, 
stimulating American development and. 
industries, even at the cost of sending 
dividends out of the country, than thatit 
should be loaned, exacting interest irre- 
spective of profits, and subject to with- 
drawal at any time. Dividends repre- 
sent surplus earnings, and we can af- 
ford to part with them; interest may 
have to be paid inthe face of losses 
and sometimes it comes like drawing 
eye-teeth. We can much better chance 
it with John Bell for a partner than 
with John Bull for a creditor. 

Thus we may accept the outflow of 
gold as a favorable financial symptom, 
It cannot continue always, for the En- 
glish market will be unloaded one of 
these days. Then, with less drain upon 
the country for interest, and favorable 
balances in trade, the gold current will 
set back this way, and it will be a 
steady stream. It will represent Amer- 
can profits, to be divided among the 
people and to create an era of prosperity 


witnessed. It will not be the fictitious 
and transitory prosperity due to a flood 
of borrowed money, such as the coun- 
try has experienced hitherto. 

The present healthy outlook has been 
promoted greatly by wise tariff laws 
and reciprocity. Let us hope that it 
will soon be further improved by the 
rehabilitation of the American merchant 
marine, and by the establishment of the 
double standard of money, rendering 
available our large output of silver: 
The United States needs mote money 
with which to transact its large and 
growing trade, and undoubtedly the 
currency will be increased on some 
legitimate and sound basis. We are 
marching on toa grand destiny, and if 
no reactionary steps are taken by the 
adoption of old fogy Democratic ideas 
the United States will soon achieve a 
place among the nations which is hers 
by right of resources and enterprise. 


A Mistaken Policy. 

Considerable discussion has been 
caused in the interior press by the re - 
cently published acknowledgment of 
Vice-President Castle, of San Fran- 
cisco’s Traffic. Association, that he was 
obliged to give up his wholesale grocery 
business because existing freight tariffs 
made it. possible for other coast cities, 
such as Sacramento, Stockton, San 
José and Los Angeles to get their goods 
from the East as cheaply as he could 
get them in San Francisco.

THE PLANTAIN. 
The New Fruit to be Popular for American 
Consamption. 


No one can travel through the Span- 
ish republics and feast on the profusion 
of rare and delicious tropical fruits 
without wondering why they are not 
shipped to the United States in larger 
quantities; and one has only to be at 
home for a few weeks to feel hungry 
forataste of rich roast plantain, of 
juicy mangoe, or nature’s ready-pre- 
pared salad of alligator pear, a drea 
in yellow, white and green, says 
writer in the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
The time is near at hand when we may 
all enjoy these .luxuries without going 
to the land of scorpions, tarantulas 
and ‘‘poco tiempo’? ways. Fifteen 
years ago the banana was a curiosity 
brought only to this land by schooners 
loaded with mahogany. Today it is 
tickling. the palate and tripping the 
heels of the Yankees from classic Bos- 
ton tothe latest mining, discovery in 
the Rockies. In 1881 the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad handled only 370 cars of 
bananas andin 1891 over 5200 cars. 
Last year the total value of this fruit 
imported by Uncle Sam's boys was 
872,000,000. There is another fruit 
Closely resembling the banana that is 
superior to it in many respects and will 
become a greater favorite with every 
one as soon ag the people become ac- 
quainted with it; it is the plantain. I 
suggest that the Inter Ocean introduce 
it to Americans as the coming tropical 
fruit, destined to be one of the greatest 
favorites in the market. It is queer 
that so little is known about it in 
the States, for it is really one of 
the oldest plants known to mankind. 
The banana is known to botanists as 
the musa sapiewtum, but the plantain 
as the musa p@radisiaca, or the apple 
of Paradise. The Spaniards call it the 
‘plantano”’? on accohnt of its. broad 
spreading leaf, deriving the name from 
the Latin word from which we have 
taken our word plant. The delicious, 
seedless fruit is Known in all tropical 
It was a favorite with the 
Greeks and Romans. Pliny. grows 
elated over the ‘‘plantago,’’ and Alex- 
ander declared them

ern Hemisphere by the Portuguese, as 
there is no native G@améfor ſt In all the 
native languages of this continent. It 
is claimed by B. S. (Bacon-Shakespeare) 
Donnely that the plantain originated in 
Atlantis, the mysterious continent that 
took a McCinty dive into the depths 
between Spain and the West Indies, 
taking the Garden of Eden down with 
it. Be that as it may, it is a curious 
truth that its scientine name embalms 
the fact that all the Orient legends 
calls this fruit either the Apple of 
Paradise,“ or Adam's Fig,” the identi- 
cal fruit with which Eve tempted Adam. 
Every one who is acquainted with this 


luscious fruit will at once admit that 


this temptation was tenfold greater 
than anything in the ie Davis or 
russetline could possibiy have beem If. 
Eve simply ate her truit first, and 1 ew 
the peelings on the grount where Adam 
stepped on them, no wonder he fell, for 
the big plaintain peeling has many ad- 
vantages over its relative, the banana, 
in seeing that sinners do not stand on 
slippery places. = 

When this fruit becomes better known 
in America tlie old pictures of our beau- 
tiful mother Eve will have to be modi- 
fied. This fig leaf, the genuine musa 
paradisica, is from fifteén tq eighteen 
feet long and a yard wide. Three 
yards of such soft green cloth from na- 
ture’s loom, trimmed with delicate or- 
chids, would surpass in beauty and re- 
spectability the latest creation of a 
Worth or a Redfern. | 

The average fruit-buyer does not 
know whether banauas and plantains 
grow on trees as high as a pine or run 
as a vine on the ground like the pump- 
kin. It is difficult at first to tell either 
the fruit or the tree of the banaua from 
the plantain. The banana is quite small 
compared with its older relative, and 
there is no resemblance whatever in 
taste. The banana is hest raw. The 
plantain is unfit to eat unless cooked. 
To eat it raw would be as bad as eating 
pumpkin raw. When ripe !

but is twice as large. The cross sec- 
tion, too, is more triangular, the pulp 
tirmer in texture and not somealy. In 
pourishment the accumulation of starch 
and sugar in the golden, oblong pulp 
makes it equal, if not superior, pound 
for pound, to our best Dakata wheat 

The tree is the Queen of the Tropics, 
starting from the soil like a calla lily, 
from a tuberous root. Several stalks 
are sent up from this root, nine or ten 
months after planting. When the first 
stalk is ripening others are three-quar- 
ters grown, so that from three to five 
bunches are obtained from each plant 
every year. It requires lésslabor than 
the banana to raise and bears for twenty 
vears. It grows so luxuriantly that the 
ground which will produce one bushel 
of wheat will yield 700 pounds of 
plantain. It is better adapted for 
transportation, as it does not decay and 
spoil as easily as the bana It may 
be gathered every day in thé year, like 
the manna of Israel. fresh every morn- 
ing, but does not spoil likethe heavenly 
food that fell in Arabia. It must be 
‘cooked thoroughly. It may, be boiled. 
or fried, but the best way is to roast, 
bake or stew. 

Boiled with duck it is a dream of de- 
light to the epicure. It nee@s no sea- 
soning; nature has already prepared 
it for man’s palate. Baked, it is a 
dainty fit for kings. Roasted with 


game it would do more to convert a

Roasted plantain sold at the street cor- 
ners would cause the nickels. to jump 
out of the pockets of tired, hungry pe- 
destrians quicker than hot tamales, be- 
sides being easier and neater to eat. 

It 
makes a flour that yields delightful bis- 
cuit and royal bread. To the native

sliced and dried by frait-driers like 
those used in California. and shipped 
everywhere. It only needstobe known 
to be appreciated as thoroughly as 
those other gifts of tbe tropics, 
bananas, chocolate and cocoa. Chicago

An Interesting Chat With the Great

Col. Robert G. Ingersoll was a pictur- 
esque figure as he sat in his shirt sleeves 


in his room at the Gibson House yester- 
1585 the while the balmy May breeze 
blew through fhe open windows, flut- 


téred the lace curtains and tossed the 
wisps of the big infidel’s snowy hair to 
and fro over his polished pink pate. 
The Colonel had come in from New 
York during the morning, and the keen, 
white sunlight ‘of a lovely May day 
filled his heart with gladness and his 
forehead with beads of spring perspira- 
tion. 

After luncheon the man who preaches | 
the doctrine of the Golden Rule and the 
gospel of humanity, and the while chaf- 
fers the gentlemen of the clerical pro- 
fession, wasina fine humor. He was 
busy with cards and callers, but not too 


busy to admire the vase full of treshly- 


plucked spring flowers that stood on 
the mantel and wrestled with clouds 
of cigar smoke to see which 
fragranceshould dominate the atmos- 
phere. To a reporter for the Com- 
mercial Gazette who called during the 
afternoon the Colonel spoke freely and 
interestingly upon a variety of subjects, 
from personal magnetism in politics to 
mob law in Tennessee. He had been in- 
terested in Col. Weir’s statement about 
the lack of gas at Exposition Hall at the 
76 convention, and when asked if he 
believed there was any truth in the 
stories that the gas supply had beeu 
manipulated so as to prevent the taking 
of a ballot after he had placed James 
G. Blaine in nominatiou he replied: 

All I can say is that I heard sucha 
story the day after the convention, but 
Idon’t know whether or not it is true. 
Ihave always believed thatif a vote 
had been taken that evening, Blaine 
would have been nominated, possibly 
not as the effect of my speech, but the 
night gave time for trading, and that is 
always dangerous in a convention. 
1 believed then that Blaine ought 
that 
it would have been a very wise thing 
for the party to have done. That he 
was not the candidate was due partly 
to accident and partly to political traf- 
fic, but’’—with a shrug of the shoul- 
ders—‘‘that is one of the bygones, and 
I believe there is an old saying to the 
effect that even the gods have no mas- 
tery over the past.“ ae 

Do you fancy that eloquence is 
potent in a convention to set aside the 
practical work of politics and politi- 
cians??? he was asked. ‘I think,“ he 
said, ‘‘not all the eloquence in the 
world can effect a trade if the parties 
to the contract stand firm, and when 


people have made a political trade they 


are not the kind of people to be affected 
by eloquence. The practical work 
of the world has very IKtle to 
do with eloquence. There are a 
great many thousand stone masons 
to one sculptor, and houses and walls 
are not constructed by sculptors, but b 

masons. The daily 
are supplied by the practical workers, 
by men of talent, not by men of genius, 

although in the world of invention, 

genius has done more, it may be, than 

the workers themselves. I fancy the 

machinery now in the world does the 

work of many hundreds of millions; 

that there is machinery enough now to 

do several times the work that could 

be done by all the men, women and chil- 

dren of the earth. The genius who in- 

vented the reaper did more work and 

will do more work in the harvest fields 

than thousands of millions of men, and 

the same may be said of the great en- 

gines that drive the locomotives and the 

ships. All these marvelous machines 

were made by men of genius, but they 

are not the men who in fact do the 

work.“ 

This led the Colonel to pay a brilliant 
tribute to the great orators of ancient 
and modern times, the peer of all of 
them being Cicero. He dissected and 
defined oratory and eloquence, and ex- 
plained with picturesque _ figures 
wherein the difference between the two 
lay. Ashe mentioned the magnetism. 
of public speakers he was asked as to 
the opinion of the value of personal 
magnetism in political life. ‘It may be 
difficult td define what personal mag- 
netism is, but I think it may be defined 
in this way: You don’t always feel 
like asking a man whom you meet on 
the street what direction you should 
take to reach a certain point. You 
often allow three or four to pass before 
you meet one who seems to invite 
the question. So, too, there are 
men by whose side you may sit for hours 
on the cars withggt venturing a remark 
as to the weatiier, and there are others 
to whom you will commence talking 
the moment you sit down. There are 
some men who look as if they would 
grant a favor, men toward whom you 
are unconsciously drawn, men who have 
a real human look, men with whom you 
seem tc be acquainted almost before 
you speak, and that you really like 
before you know anything about them. 
It may be that we are all electric bat- 
teries; that we have our positive and 
negativé poles; it may be that we need 
some influence that certain Others im- 
part, and it may be that certain others 
have that which we do not need and 
which we do not want, and the moment 
you think that you feel annoyed and 
hesitate, and uncomfortable, and possi- 
bly hateful. 

J suppose,’’ Col. Ingersoll continued, 
“there is a physical basis for every- 
thing. Possibly the best test of real 
affection between man and woman, or 
of real triendship between man and 
woman, is that they can sit side by side, 
for hours maybe, without speaking, and 
yet be having a really social time, each 

ing that the other knows exactly | 
what they are thinking about. Now, 
the man you meet and whom you 
wouldn’t hesitate a moment to ask a 
favor of is what I call a magnetic man. 
This magnetism, or whatever it may be, 
assists in making friends, and of course 
is a great help to any one who deals 
with the public. Men like a mag 
netic man even without knowing him, 
perhaps simply having seen him. There 
are other men who, the moment you 
shake hands with them, you feel you 
want ne more, you have had enough, a 
sudden chill runs up the arm the mo- 
ment your hand touches theirs, and 
finally reaches the heart, and you feel, 
if you held that hand a moment longer, 
an icicle would have formed in the 
brain.

Beside 
all that, no punishment inflicted by a 
mob tends to prevent the commission of 
crime. Horrible punishment hardens 
the community, and thatin itself pro- 
duces more crime. Forinstance, a man 
went to Alexandria, Va., to see two 


negroes hanged for murdering az old 


man and woman for their money. 
That night the man who witnessed 
this double execution murdered a 
man in the grounds of the Smth- 
sonian Institution at Washington. 
That man was executed, and a 
man who witnessed his execution 
went home that same day and murdered 
his wife. So much blood for the exam- 
ple of public executions. There seems 
to be a sort of fascination in frightful 
punishments, but, to say the least of it, 
all these things. demoralize the com- 
munity. In some countries, you know, 
they whip people for petty offenses. 
The whipping, however, does no good, 
and on the other hand it does harm; 
who administer the 


and it degrades those who receive it. 
There will be but little charity in 
the world and but little progress,’’ con- 
tinued the Colonel, with a great deal of 
feeling in his voice, until men see 
clearly that there is no chance in the 
world of conduct any more than in the 
physical world. 
„Back of every act and dream and 
thought and desire and virtue and crime 
is the efficient cause. 
change mankind you must change the 
conditions. There should beno such 
thing as punishment. We should en- 
deavor to reform men, and those who 
cannot be reformed. should be placed 
where they cannot injure their fellows. 
The State should never take revenge 
any more than the community should 
form itself into a mob and take revenge. 
This does harm, not good. The time 
will come when the world will no more 
think of sending men to penitentiary 
for stealing, as a punishment, than it 
will of sending a man to the peniten- 
tiary because he happens to have con- 
sumption. When that time comes the 
object will be to reform men; to pre- 
vent crime instead of punishing it, and 
the object then will be to make the con- 
ditions such that honest people will be 
the result, but as long as hundreds of 
thousands of human beings live in tene- 
ments, as long as babies are raised in 
gutters, as long as competition is so 


If you wish to 


sharp that hundreds of thousands must 


of necessity be failvres, just so long 
will you have your jails and yonr pris- 
ons full. Just as long es society gets 
down on it knees before che great and 
successful thieves, befo e the million- 
aire thieves, just so long will it have to 
fill the jails and prisons with the little 
thieves. When the good time’ comes 
men will not be judged by the money 
they have accumulated, but by the uses 
they make of it. So men will be judged, 
not according to their intelligence, but 
by what they are endeavoring to ac- 
complish with their intelligence In 
other words, the time will come When 
character will rise above all. There is 
a great line in Shakespeare that I have 
often quoted, and that cannot be quoted 
too often: ‘There isno darkness but 
ignorance.’ Let the world set itself to 
work to dissipate this darkness; let us 
flood the million with intellectual light. 
This. cannot be accomplished by mobs 
nor lynchers. It must be done by the 
noblest, by the greatest and by the 
best.“

CHINA AND AMERICA. 


A Talk With John Russell Young, For- 
| merly Minister to China. 
tCincinnati Commercial Gazette.] 

WasHINGTON, May 8.— 

I give an important talk I had with 
Mr. John Russell Young today, for- 
mer Minister to China. He had a long 
private interview with the Chinese 
Minister this afternoon. After his in- 
terview Mr. Young said to me that the 
Chinese Minister was an old friend and 
his call was a personal one. He hardly 
felt at liberty to repeat what was a pri- 
vate conversation. The Chinese were 
troubled over this business, not so much 
because it interfered with emigration, 
which was an English and not a Chinese 
interest, but because the manner of it 
‘showed, they believed, contempt for 
China. 5 
It was curious to see,“ said Mr. 
Young. how much the feeling of the 
Chinese was upon what might becalled 
a question of form, rather than of fact: 
It had grown into the Chinese mind 
that the attitude of America was tliat 
of antipathy, and you can understand 
the misfortune of this when you under- 
stand that the Chinese are the proudest 
and the most sensitive people in the 
world.“ — — 
In answer to the question as to 
whether the Chinese would suspend 
diplomatic relations, Mr. Young said 
that this depended upon the Prime Min- 
ister. He was a dominant, haughty 
statesman, and had showed a degree of 
arrogance in refusing to receive Blair 
which prepared us for any policy, how- 
ever extreme. The Chinese Minister 
in Washington,“ Mr. Young said, is 
a conservative, amicable statesman, 
who understands affairs in the United 
States, and especially the embarrass- 
ments of a President in a nominating 
year, and he knows, likewise, that Mr. 
Harrison represents the kindliest Amer- 
ican sentiment toward China.“ 

Mr. Young did not believe that China 
would do anything to annoy the Presi- 
dent. Moreover, the Minister thought 
great consideration was due to those 
Americans who had been the strenuous 
friends of China. It would be an 
abandonment of them, in a moral sense, 
to eliminate Chinese influence from 
American affairs. Therefore, unless 
the pending atthorities were in a tem- 
per, and beyond reasoning from Wash- 
ington, the answer of China would be 
silence and patience. China had 
always shown these virtues, and time, 
which had been her ally for sixty years, 
and had enabled her to overmaster such 
a large portion of the globe, was never 
more her ally than now.
